shipments forwarded and by promptly 
unloading all equipment., 


"The shipper can aid materially by 


encouraging orders iu larger, i. e., car 
cubical or weight capacity units, dis- 
couraging smaller units and by com- , 
bining small orders in'double or triple I 
loarle when moving to the same or to 
different points on a direct route; also 
by prompt loading of alt care. 


"The results obtained in former ef- 


ficiency campaigns of this character 
have been highly beneficial to both 
carrier and shipper, and it i£ hoped 
that the cooperative spirit so neces- 
sary to get the result, will again be 
ia evidence.

Other CKleo Deeply Interested In Out- 


come of th« Controversy, as Thejr 
PoIIca Are Likely to Affiliate With 
Labor Bodies. 


By EDWARD B.CLARK. 


WruMogton.—The police force of the 


capital of the United States haa affili- 
ated itself with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. The commissioners of 
the District of Columbia have orderrd 
the pollCTmen to renounce the affilia- 
tion under penalty of dismissal from, 
the department. 


In thf city of Boston th^ same con- 


dition of affaire exists, for the police 
force of thnt town have declared their 
Intention of affiliating with the labor 
organization, while Police Commission- 
er CartiHs IB opposed to such action 
and has taken a course similar to that 
taken by the District of Columbia com- 
mlsnioaers. 


Washington is watching the contest 


with the deepest Interest 
It is said 


by some of ihe government officials 
that upon tho outcome here Mil de- 
pend thfr outcome In many of Che large 
dtlcs of the chantry, for It Is believed 
to be the intention of many of the po- 
lice bodies to afflliatp themsehes with 
labor bodies provided they win rheir 
cases in Washington nnd In Boston. 
Should they win their case in the cap-1 


Ital of tht country, it is felt b? gov- 
ernment official* that they are certain 
to win it In fhp other cities. 


The commissioners of the District 


of Columbia, who are opposed to the 
unlonitHtlon of rhe police force, admit 
that the patrolmen, sergeants, lieuten- 
ants and captains her* nre underpaid. 
They ^ay, however, tlint additional 
wages should be secured by a direct 
appeal to congre«P. irhlch governs the 
District of Colombia an n sort of a 
great city council, and »honld not be 
obtained through efforts following an 
affiliation vrlth a labor body. 


Argument Against Unionizing. 


The argument against ihf unlonl/Inp 


of the pcrflce force In Washington Is 
that In case there should be trouble 
tH'trre'ti employers and employees In 
this dry, as a result of differences -with 
labor unlonB, The policemen nec^sarilT 
wonld have to take sides with their 
fellow unionists and. therefore, they 
could not^hov impartiality in attempts 
to uphdld th« law. 
This IB the one 


great argument and It is being used la 
Bostec as well as In thl* town. 


The commissioners of the dlMrlrt 


are sympathetic with union labor, but 
they hare bprn moved to their position 
apparently by the argument which has 
been adduced. The case now has gone 
Into court, ard the po'irp have been 
given a temporary order restraining 
the commissioners from 
Interfering 


with their present nrrangement with 
the great labo- orjrsnizntion. Ofroursc 
this is only the beginning of the legal 
battle. 


Congress probably rould sortie this 


thing out of hand, If It desired, by 
mnfciny an appropriation for increased 
pay for the members, of the police force 
In order that they might meet the ad- 
vanced price of living. 
The wages of 


the mptnbers nf tho force have not been 
advanced, as have other wages. 
Many 


of the mpn are ab^olutclv unable to 
mnke both ends meet. 
An effort Is be- 


ing mr.de today to get congress to give 
authority for the increased wages, 
Congress, however, K and has been 
for years, rather nt outs with tbe au- 
thorities of the District of Columbia, 
and to some extent with the citizens 
thereof. 


Congress and District Dleaare*. 
Congress is always saving that the 


people of the DKtricf of Columbia are 
askiag too much, while the District of 
Columbia people ahvny aie saying 
that congress won't vlpld half enough. 
Thjs one part.ctilar thing, however of 
payment oC wages of tbe police force 
la something which is aloof from the 
general situation, and it may be that 
congress will act. 
The sharp, up- 


standing thing is that if the policemen 
here win their contention, the feeling 
Is among officers 
thnt the 
police 


elsewhere will \vln thplra, aud tbat 
all 
the 
municipal 
protective bod- 


ies In the United States soon will be- 
come olit-nnd-out union organizations, 
ft is for this reason that the outcomp 
of the cnse in ihe capital will be watcli- 
ed with the deepest interest in\all the 
oilier cities In the United State-*. 


Washington has been disturbed for 


some little time by stories to tlie effect 
that If the police ar* dismissed from 
their positions bocnn^e of affiliation 
frith n labor organization the guard- 
ianship of the city will be turned over 
to the regular army and that sentinels 
i-vrilt be walking police beats in this 
towrif thus giving thn capital of-the.,- 
•country the appearance of an armed 
camp. 


Congress already Is giving coasldern- 


tion to the mutter ID hand, but It hns 
^niade no definite move to show what {t 
'intends to do It Is possible, of course, 
'that even if the requested advance In 
pay be granted by the lawmakers, the 
police will still insist upon maintain- 
ing their affiliation with the labor or- 
ganization. If this shall happen, the 
capital of the country certainly will be, 
In a way, In straits, Cor It is known to 
be tbe Intention of the district commis- 
sioners to maintain thair position In 
the matter to the end.
